At the very outset, let’s emphasize one thing. 
No one has the right to deny appropriate govern- 
jncntal agencies reasonable time to carry out 
their assigned responsibilities. All of us, however, 
have the right to insist on prompt, efficient, 
nonpartisan governmental action. 

Bccau.se while we’re waiting for approvals, 
the ultimate cost to the consumer (already higher 
than that from present sources because the gas 
will have to cover greater distances) of each of 
our major gas supply projects is further increased 
due to rising costs.

There arc approximately 
7400 genera.l hospitals in the 
United States, and Sierra 
Madre Community Hospital 
is one of about 5300 which 
have earned this recognition. 

The Joint Commission’s ac¬ 
creditation surveys are vol- 
•untary, for it is not legally 
necessary’ for a hospital to 
be accredited. However, 
health care facilities have 
sought accreditation because 
it represents a benchmark of 
qiuali*y that is higher than 
governmental licensure 
alone. The chief aim of the 
Hosplta.l Accreditation Pro¬ 
gram is to help hospitals in 
their pursuit of excellence, 
and thereby to provide a 
.higher qiuality of care to pa¬ 
tients. The program also 
seeks to recognize, and to 
identify for the public, those 
facilities which meets its 
standardls. 

The Joint Commission be¬ 
gan in 1918 imder the alus- 
pices of the American Col¬ 
lege of Surgeons.

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Holding the Line!

'Phe message from the tax spenders is all too clear. 
The taxapyer, not the tax spenders, must again prepare 
for lean budgets and tightened belts. We see the cost 
of government skyrocketing, the taxpayer dollar shrink¬ 
ing and the cost of living caught up in a. staggering 
inflationary sprial; and yet, the tax spenders pull in a 
notch on their elastic belts and somehow expand two 
while “holding the line”! 

A student of government I know, Elmer Good, is an 
average working man with three kids, earning atwut 
.$15,000 per year, and like all of us, must cope with the 
normal expenses ' including school tuition, taxes, food, 
clothing and on and on. He decided the solution to his 
financial problems was to visit his local budget hearings 
to learn from the masters how to remain on solid foot¬ 
ing during economicaily shaky times. 

The process was simple. Elmer found. All the depart¬ 
ments are asked to submit a budget for the conning fiscal 
year to the Chief Administrative Officer. He reviews them 
and passes the total budget on to the Board of Supervisors 
who hold public hearings before adopting it. So Elmer 
called his family together and told them to go forth and 
bring back a budget. He then reviewed it for unnecessary 
frills, made some recommendations for change, held hear¬ 
ings to determine why certain items should be allowed 
and then adopted it. 

Local government is paid for through tax dollars 
derived mainly from property, and the tax rate is set 
according to the cost of the budget and the available 
supply of a.ssessed value. Elmer realized his budget would 
necessitate a healthy increase in salary', so he asketi his 
boss for the appropriate amount to cover his costs. When 
his boss replied he could hire .someone else for less, Elmer 
saw there was a definite flaw in his new system. 

Each year, by law. the County Assessor is requirt'd 
to place a fair market value on proirerty within his juris¬ 
diction. This is done after the budget and tax rate packttge 
has Ix'en adopteti. History shows that each year the as- 
sesed value of property increases approximately five per 
(t>nt. The net effect is a Ixmus for the tax spenders. 
With this financial insurancx' they can then slightly ad¬ 
just the tax rate downward. 

Elmer got a bonus 1 o(j! So he went b;'.ck to the 
tx>ss with a budget inquiring slightly less and again he 
was told what he could do with his budget. The message 
was finally driven home — Elmer would have to make 
do with what he had. 

It would seem appropriate at this time to interject 
a fc-w observations. No individual could manage a budget 
in the same fashion as the tax six'nders and stay in husi- 
n<'6.s. It would also sexx'm the tax six-nders have a built 
in reserve fund calletl an increased asse.ssed value against 
which they can play off the tax rate increase. When gov¬ 
ernment costs go up, the tax rate goes up. When the 
assessed value increases, the tax base increases, so 
the tax spt'nders can lower the tax rate slighUy and still 
get the money to cover thenr inflated budgets. 

It would also seem clear that the flaw was not with 
Elmer. He found that holding the line meant just that. 
The same dollars would have to stretch a little farther 
this ycsir than last. Elmer's study of the budget revealed 
that while the tax spendc'rs were taking bows for re¬ 
ducing or holding the line on ta.xes, the amount of money 
they spc'nt increased, and the bottom line on any budget 
is the total expen.se, right?

On Thursday July 4, 1776 
delegates to the Continental 
Congros.s concluded a debate 
on a resolution by Richard 
Henry Lee of Virginia cK-- 
claring tlio colonies to he 
free and independent states, 
Thomas Jeffers on, after 
working cn a draft for over 
a month, completed tire De¬ 
claration of Independence in 
support of the adopted re- 
.soluthrn. 

In the steeple above the 
delegates, hung the liberty 
bell. Around its .shoulder 
was an inscription from thc- 
Old Testament, written long 
before Christ: “Proclaim 
libertj' thraug'hout all the 
land unto all the iniiabi- 
tants thereof.’' 

In the meantime war witn 
Ihe Briti.sh was not going 
well. George Washing! o r 
had taken command of our 
poorly trainod and i 11 - 
equipped Continental Army. 
■Many informed' observe r s 
had little hope against the 
well-trained soldiers of th-e 
Crown. No one anticipated 
that it woi-ild take five cruel 
years before Cornwallis sur¬ 
rendered at Yorktown to end 
this .struggle. 

The adoption of the De¬ 
claration of Independence 
by the 56 delegates assem¬ 
bled was unanimous. For the 
first time in Miman history 
a nation’s charter affirmed 


' that life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happino.ss came, 
not from tlie state, but from 
the Creator. TJie .signing of 
the Declaration of Indeptm- 
dence was a courageous act 
as mgny of the delegates 
knew they were signing 
their own death warrant. 
Nine died of wounds . . . five 
were captured as traitois . . 

. . many lost their sons in 
the war by death or capture 
. . . 'Twelve had their homes 
ransacked and burned. All 
the delegates foit the sacri¬ 
fices was worth the price 
they paid. None realized at 
the day’s end, they had set 
into motion the most 
powerful force for hS-tman 
freedom since the dawn of 
time. 

As the pages of history 
roll on it is appropriate to 
give recognition to our fath¬ 
er’s of freedom on the eve 
of our bicentennial. Each 
and everyone should give 
their time- and resources as 
a gift to h worthwhile pro¬ 
ject of lasting value that 
will take plade in Sierra 
Madre next July 4, 1976. The 
members of the VFW and 
their departed comrad e s, 
have perpetrated the free¬ 
dom proclaimed by our 
f.oundi.ng fatliers by actual 
participation in all the fo-- 
eign war? .aince the turn of 
the century and constantly 
seeking commmity projects 
that brings benefit to the 
ebmmunity we live in. So it 
is fitting and proper that 
the VFW will take an active 
role in the celebration and 
honoring orr foimding fath¬ 
ers.
